The Socialists walked out Friday 
charging the explanations given 
then were unsatisfactory. 


Fujiyama said the Japanese 
Government negotiated with 
the Government of South Viet- 
mam under Article 14 of the 
San Francisco Peace Treaty be- 
cause South Vietnam had sign- 
ed the treaty. He continued 
with this resume: 


During the Japanese occupa- 
tion of what was then French 
Indochina, considerable damage 
was caused to the local populace 
through small-scale fighting and 
procurement activities by the 
Japanese garrisons. 


On the basis of these facts, the 
South Vietnamese Government 
has demanded reparations from 
Japan. Consequently, the Japa- 
nese Government is now nego- 
tiating with it from the stand- 
point of paying adequate repara- 
tions. 

Meanwhile, Japan paid com- 
pensation to France last March 
to offset wartime debts to the 
Bank of Indochina, which re- 
mained outstanding in the books 
of the defunct Yokohama Spe- 
cle Bank at the end of the war. 

This, however, should be con- 
sidered separately from the 
question of reparations, Fuji 
yama said. 

Fujivama also expressed his 
belief that in the event North 
and South Vietnam should be- 
come unified in the future, the 
new country would inherit any 
agreements made with the Sai- 
gon Government, 

His reply appeared to have 
brought an end to the trouble 
some issue.

Rebels Fail, 
Going Home

An Indonesian rebel mission 
prepared to return home yes- 
terday after an apparently un- 
successful visit during which 
they attracted attention by an- 
nouncing that the proclamation 
of a new Indonesian Government 
was imminent. 

The apparent failure of the 
rébel group was underscored 
by President Achmed Sukarno’s 
unconcern and his gtatement in 
Kobe Friday that Jthe present 
“trouble” will be “overcome as 
we have overcome two similar 
attempts in the past 12 years.” 

In the Indonesian rebel cen- 
ter of Padang, rebel army com- 
mander Lt. Col. Achmad Hussein 
denied reports that a rebel pro- 
vincial government has been 
proclaimed on Sumatra Thurs- 
day, 

“The rebel group visiting To- 
kyo is headed by Lt. Col. Ventje 
Sumual, military commander of 
the East Indonesian Region 
who, together with Hussein and 
other dissident commanders, po- 


Sukarno to dissolve the Djuanda

Ho made the statement in New 
Delhi in reply to a question put 
by a Kyodo correspondent. 

lio said that if Japan were to 
pay reparations, this would 
mean that the Japanese people 
would have to bear a heavy 
burden because of the crimes 
committed by militarists.

US. Friday rejected the Polish 
plan for creation of a dermili- 
tarized and denuclearized zone 
in Central Europe. 

The State Department said in 
an Official statement that the 
plan proposed by Polish Foreign 
Minister Adam Rapacki presents 
“serious disadvantages” and 
would tend to perpetuate the 
division of Germany. 

However, the State Depart- 
ment said that the plan is now 
under study by the NATO coun- 
tries directly involved and that 
the U.S. will withhoid final judg- 
ment pending decision by its 
Western European allies, 

The State Department called 
attention to President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower's opinion on the 
Rapacki plan as expressed in his 
Jan. 12 letter to Soviet Premier 
Nikolai Buiganin. The Presi- 
dent pointed out that there “can- 
not be great significance in de- 
nuclearizing a small area” in 
view of the range of modern 
nuclear weapons, 

State Department spokesman 
Lincoln White said that the Ra- 
packi plan “does nothing toward 
solution of the German prob- 
lem.” 

He said that Eisenhower had 
told Bulganin that “your pro- 
posal on Germany is in no way 
related to the ending of the 
division of, that country but 
would, in fact, tend to perpe 
tuate that division.

Florida Suffers

MIAMI (AP)—More cold wea- 
ther poured into stricken Filo 
rida Friday, worsening the rec- 
ord of a winter which already 
has been the most disastrous in 
the state’s history.

Norwegian Ship Brings 


Rescued to Kure 


HIROSHIMA (Kyodo) — The 
Norwegian ship Justanian which 
rescued six Japanese found 
drifting at sea Friday, arrived 
at Kure Port yesterday after- 
noon. 

The Norwegian ship rescued 
five sailors and a woman adrift 
12 miles scuth of Shionomisaki, 
Wakayama Prefecture, Friday 
and headed for Kure in Hiro- 
shima Prefecture after contact- 
ing the Sth District Maritime 
Safety Headquarters of the 
rescue, 

Meanwhile, the headquarters 
also received a report from the 
Shionomisaki Beacon Office later 
the same day that a 150-ton 
class boat with a black mast, 
apparently a motor-sail boat, 
was seen drifting at sea four 
miles south of Shionomisaki. 

The safety headquarters said 
the sailors rescued by the Nor- 
wegian ship were probably part 
of the crew of the crippled ship.

Amateur News Photographers

Amateur shutteroug Tatsuya 
Nakashio of Musashino City 
near Tokyo will get more than 
¥10,000 from the Asahi Shim- 
bun for a picture he took and 
which was prominently display- 
ed on the front page of the big 
vernacular paper recently, 

The Asahi carried a four-col- 
umn picture on its morning is 
sue last Sunday depicting the 
disastrous Tokyo Takarazuka 
Theater fire of the previous day 
which took the lives of three 


persons and injured several 
others, 


The picture showed the thea- 
ter’s stage and part of the audi 
ence a few seconds after the 
fire started. Flames were pic- 
tured curling up the curtain 
and backdrops while the blurred 
silhouette of a man scurrying 
across the spacious stage against 
the burning background was 
also caught. 


This was a big scoop for the 
Asahi because no other paper 
carried any picture of the in- 
terior of the burning theater. 


The lucky amateur photo- 
grapher told the Asahi photo 
chief that he was taking pic 
tures of the scenes of the mu- 
sical presented on the stage 
when the fire started. Sensing 
that he was facing a lifetime 
chance of taking a sensational 
photo, he shot a few before the 
rapidly spreading smoke chok- 
ed him. He took several snaps 
after stumbling out from the 
burning theater and then rush- 
ed to the Asahi office a few 
blocks away. 


When the film was developed, 
only one of those taken inside 
the theater was found clear 
enough while other shots taken 
outside the theater were no bet- 
ter than those taken by the 
Asahi photographers. But this 
one picture was good enough to 
put all those taken by profes- 
sional cameramen into the shade 
and arouse the envy of the 
editors of other papers. 

Similar cases have occurred 
in the past and will occur in 
the future since a record num- 
ber of people practice photo 
graphy in Japan today. 

Recent estimate puts the num- 
ber of shutterbugs throughout 
the nation at around 4,000,000. 
In other words, one out of every 
23 persons jn this country car- 
ries a camera. This figure is 
only second to the United 
States where an estimated 35, 
000,000 people, or one out of 
every five persons, own 
cameras. 

Large local newspapers have 
a staff of about 100 photogra- 
phers in their main office alone. 
They rush to the scene of dis- 
aster aS soon as reports come 
in. In most cases, professional 
photographers arrive at the 
scene before a fire is put out 
or a derailed train removed. 

But when they are too late, 
the amateurs have the field to 
themselves. 

The best known of such cases 
is the tragic sinking of the fer- 
ryboat Shiun Maru in May 1955, 
in which 158 passengers were 
drowned. 

Two passengers aboard the 
other ferryboat which collided 
with the Shiun Maru took pic- 
tures of the capsized _ferry- 
boat and its passengers cling: 
ing to the sinking ship or 
thrown into the sea. Their 
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Tokyo Takarazuka Theater, was given a prime space in last Sun- 
day's issue of the Asahi Shimbun.

There have been many more 
photos, though less important, 
taken by amateurs and printed 
in dailies.

Taisuke Kitamura, chief of the 
photo department of the Asahi, 
said one or two men a week 
come to the Office with pictures 
of fires and other accidents. 
About two-thirds of them are 
disqualified because they were 
brought in after the deadline, or 
the professional cameramen had 
taken better ones or the incident 
was too trifling to carry a pic- 
ture about. 

Naturally, the newspapers 
pay for amateurs’ pictures print- 
ed in their papers. The reward

The U.S. Army said yesterday 
the last U.S, combat ground 
troops have been withdrawn 
from Japan, fulfilling the agree 
ment reached by President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower and 
Prime Minister Nobusuke Kishi 
last June, 


A spokesman said the last 
unit to leave was an atomic 
capable Honest John rocket bat 
talion sent to Korea. It Was 
brought into Japan in 1955 over 
stiff protest from labor unions 
and leftist groups. 


“Army units that remain are 
mostly logistical and adminis- 
trative,” the spokesman said. 


“Progressive minor reduc 
tions in individual strength will 
continue as consolidation of 
activities and release of instal 
lations is accomplished.” 


‘No figures on the number of 
troops that remain or that have 
been withdrawn were released 
here. But U.S. Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles said in 
Washington last June 22 there 
were about 30,000 U.S. ground 
combat troops, 20,000 navy and 
50,000 airmen among approxi 
mately 100,000 US. Forces in 
Japan at that time. 

“Our present (army) strength 
is less than 50 per cent of what 
it was at the time qf the Kishi- 
Eisenhower agreement,” the 
spokesman here said, 

He said residual combat per- 
sonnel in Japan are being 
absorbed within logistic and 
administrative units. 

Asked specifically if the last 
ground force withdrawal ful- 
filled the Kishi-Eisenhower 
agreement, the spokesman 
said: “We think so, yes.”

A Japanese furrier has suc- 
ceeded in turning out sapphire 
mink coats for about half the 
world market price, 

Futaba Fur Co, in West Ginza, 
Tokyo, one of the leading fur 
dealers in Japan, prices a sap- 
phire mink coat manufactured 
at its own workshop at $4,000. 
In New York and elsewhere in 
the world, a coat made of the 
same kind of mink which is 
now in fashion is sold at around 
$8,000. 

Hageshi Amano, president of 
the company, said the low price 
did not mean inferior quality 
in the case of his company’s 
products and a Futaba sapphire 
mink coat was comparable with 
any product of world’s top fur 
coat manufacturers, 

Iie said the difference in price 
was derived mainly from the 
difference in the cost of labor. 

The coats are made of sap- 
phire minks raised in Hokkaido. 


There Was no native sapphire 
mink in Japan but the Hokkaido 
administration imported some 
from Denver three years ago 
to promote the industry of 
Hokkaido. Now there are about 
10,000 sapphire minks raised at 
various farms and the number 
is steadily increasing. 

The majority of Hokkaido 
sapphire minks are exported 
but some are available to do- 
mestic furriers for manufactur- 
ing coats and stoles. The Futa- 
ba Fur Co. president said the 
company is buying 90 per cent 
of the sapphire minks released 
for domestic manufacturing. 

Amano said he wanted to 
make his company’s silver gray 
mink coats a “must” on the 
tourist’s shopping list. 

A Futaba sapphire mink coat 
is also being displayed in the 
show room on the third floor 
of Takashimaya Department 
Store in Osaka.

If an agreement is reached 
with Taiwan's Electric Power, 
Co. the loan will be made 
jointly by Toshiba, Mitsubishi 
Electric Manufacturing, Fuji 
Electric Manufacturing, Furu- 
kawa Electric companies and 
Sumitomo Electric Industries, 
LAd.

MITI Reported to Have Begun 
Work on Exchange Budget 


The Ministry of International 
Trade and Industry has report 
edly started compiling a foreign 
exchange budget for the first 
half of the coming fiscal year. 

At the present stage, infor- 
mants said, the ministry is mere- 
ly examining poasible produc- 
tion and imports of individual 
commodities for the coming six 
months, 

Since ne major factors likely 
to increase imports during the 
half-year period are expected, 
these sources said, the foreign 
exchange budget for the period 
may be easy to compile. 

The recently diminishing im- 
ports, they said, are likely to 
leave unused $150 million out 
of the $1,600 million foreign ex- 
change budget for the second 
half of this fiscal year. 

The import decrease, they 
said, has caused some of the na- 
tion’s stocks of imported raw 
materials to shrink gradually, 
giving rise to fears that there 
eventually a need for replenish- 


ing these stocks may arise, 
These sources, however, mint- 
mized a possible increase in raw 
material imports during the 
first half year since stocks of 
those industries which depend 
largely upon imports are still 
large. 
The MITT, however, they said, 
is taking a cautious stand in 
compiling the new budget be- 
cause Japan has to return loans 
from the Export-Import Bank of 
Washington and International 
Monetary Fund.

Japanese 
Exports and 
Imports Drop 


Both exports and imports 
dwindied in January from the 
previous month, the Finance 
Ministry announced Friday on 
the basis of customs clearance 
figures. 

‘xports in January totaled 
$181, 739,000 or a $120,300,000 de- 
crease from the previous month, 
and imports amounted to $269,- 
636,000 or a $27,022,000 decline. 

In December, the nation. re- 
corded a $5,381,000 excess of ex- 
ports over imports. However, 
the favorable balance was reg- 
istered In January. 

The decline in exports was 
attributed to a seasonal factor. 
January is the slowest month 
of the year for shipping in con- 
trast to December when ship- 
ping is concentrated every year, 
the ministry said. 

As compared with the like 
period of the previous year, ex- 
ports, however, increased by 
75 per cent, the ministry fur- 
ther said. 

In the field of exports, chemi- 
cal fertilizer boosted four times 
over the previous month, stable 
fiber yarn increased by i9 per 
cent. Other items, however, 
drastically declined. 

In the field of imports, rice 
trebeled, barley increased by 
79.8 per cent, wool by 42.7 per 
cent and soybeans by 39.6 per 
cent. 

Exports validated 
January declined by 
cent from December 
748,000, the Ministry 
national Trade and 
announced yesterday. 

The figure, however, was 
17.6 per cent more than that 
for January, last year. 

Areawise, exports to the dol 
lar area amounted to $104,763,- 
000 and to the sterling area 
$101,777,000, a 23.5 per cent 
and 17.5 per cent drop, respec- 
tively, from December. 

Exports to the open account 
area registered an increase of 
38.6 per cent to $14,208,000, 


Japan, Russia Swap 
Views Over Salmon 


MOSCOW (Kyodo)—Japan 
and Russia exchanged views on 
the. protection and increase of 
red salmon resources from a 
biological standpoint at the 
latest science and technology 
subcommittee meeting Friday. 

The Soviet side wanted to 
know why the Japanese had 
failed to submit their plan on 
concrete protective measures. 
It pointed out that Russia in the 
past had put out concrete pro- 
posals and had stressed the need 
to take such measures. 

The Japanese delegation said 
that Japan did not consider it 
necessary to enforce strong pro- 
lective measures as proposed by 
Russia. It pointed out that 
Japan's views on salmon re- 
sources differed with Russia's. 

Therefore, it said that it was 
only natural for Japan not to 
submit its counterproposal on 
the issue.

Added to these, the so-called

the Kishi Cabinet. A boom or 
popularity originally grew out 
of a capricious mood, and in 
most cases of the postwar 
period, it was born of reaction. 
For instance, the people's feel- 
ing against the Katayama and 
Ashida Cabinets was aroused 


because both became labeled 
as “yes” men. Their govern- 
ments subsequently lapsed 


in ignominy. 


Fluctuating Popularity 

This antipathy not only drew 
them to Shigeru Yoshida but 
gained him a great following. 
The Yoshida Cabinet, in turn, 
developed antagonism because 
it remained in power too long 
and in addition Yoshida ada- 
mantly clung to his “one-man” 
and “brain trust” politics. 
Therefore, Hatovama who nur- 
tured congeniality toward the 
common people literally explod- 
ed into tremendous popularity. 


Unfortunately, however, Ha- 
toyama’s Cabinet collapsed of 
its own accord because of his 
iliness and inability to exercise 
erntrol over his men. As a re- 
action, the people's hope was 
transferred to Ishibashi, the 
first Prime Minister after the 
war to have attended a private 
cullege. Already popular as a 
man whe challenged the occupa- 
tion avthorities, he won greater 
popularity by his neat decamp- 
ment. Or rather it may be said 
that he was a mixed result of 
chance, character and the situa- 
tion within the party. 

The following reasons may be 
cited for the failure of any pop 
ularitty boom to develop for 
Kishi: (1) His past history as 
a wartime leader. (2) His alto- 
gether ingenious remarks and 
replies in the Diet (3) His 
questionable attempt to create 
a boom artificlally by prolong- 
ing his overseas tours last year. 
The fact that Kishi has not been 
favored with a favorable oppor- 
tunity to demonstrate his capa- 
bilities may be cited as another 
reason. Some observers men- 
tion this as the No. 3 reason in 
place of the one given above.

What is worse, among the de- 
purged who have come back to 
the conservative camp, there 
are not a few veteran leaders

Again, one can hardly cope 
with the violently changing 
world situation by merely ad 
vocating liberalism. Today 
when a new planned capitalism 
is strongly demanded, new and 
fresh brains are necessary to 
successfully handle the compli- 
cated problems of the world. 
The increasing number. of ¢x- 
bureaucrats as candidates for 
the conservatives could also be 
a disadvantage. — 

To eliminate factional strifes 
within the conservative party is 
all very well, but it is more im- 
portant to bring about a grad- 
ual and general rejuvenation 
throughout the entire organiza- 
ticn. Uniess this is done, its 
foundation will not be assured 
nor will it be able to win even 
a transient boom.

Gas Deposits 
To the Editor: 

I would like, through the good 
offices of your newspaper, to 
bring to the attention of the To 
kyo Metropolitan Gas Co. the 
Subject of the effect, on all ap- 
pliances which operate on the 
burning of gas, of the fine 
brown maphthalene-like pre 
cipitate which occurs under 
very cold conditions. 


The condition seems to 
have greatly worsened since 
“odorizing” was adopted and its 
effects seem well-worthy of ex: 
planation and remedy. 


All gas compliances of any 
quality these days are equipped 
with mesh filters, generally 
provided at jets or just prior to 
the combustion point. It is 
these such filters that soon be- 
come plugged with this preci- 
pitate such that complete 
blockage results. Removal of 
these filters eases the problem 
for a while until there eventual- 
ly comes a time when the entire 
system becomes clogged with 
this fine tenacious deposit, and 
complete dismantling become 
essential. 


It might be said that it is 
therefore foolish to remove the 
filters. This is true if the 
filters served their purpose of 
filtering out unwanted foreign 
matter. It is doubtful that 
they were designed to filter out 
the quantity of deposit which 
accumulates even in one day. 
Also these filters are generally 
located where even the general 
handyman would have a hard 
time getting at them—=indicating 
of course that they were not 
designed for home cleaning at 
four or five day intervals. 

In equipment not provided 
with filters i.e, the smaller heat- 
ing stoves, the independent gas 
cooking ring (konro), etc., it is 
found that this deposit generally 
fills up the entire insides, pipes, 
jets and burner holes rendering 
them either useless or grossly 
inefficient, ag well as being foul 
emelling ‘tte, to imperfect com- 
bustion which results. 

Friends of mine have-told me 
that the gas pressure at their 
houses is so bad that none of 
their appliances work. The 
gas pressure does fluctuate at 
peak usage, but it does not stop. 
Jn each case I have investigated 
the cause has been identica]—as 
explained above. 

It is my understanding that in 


coal gas prepared in Japan, 
there is a certain amount of 
naphthalene (which adds to the 
calorific value of the gas) in 
solution with the gas; but that 
at temperatures lower than 
about 20°C or thereabouts, it 
precipitates into a state of col- 
loidal suspension and is carried 
as far as the first obstacles i.e. 
bends, filter, jets and appliance 
burners, where it is deposited. 


On parent (or tside) tem- 
peratures rising, this deposit (in 
spring and summer) is redissolv- 
ed by the gas and the problem 
is not evident, particularly as in 
the warm seasons, the perfor- 
mance of heating appliances is 
not one of constant annoyance. 


This precipitate being of a 
hydro-carbon nature is tenaci- 
ously indifferent to water, thus 
simple washing solves no prob- 
lems. 

Many solutions appear evi- 
dent, but all emanate at the 
source where the gas is made 
and with supply reticulation 
methods (i.e. pipes buried too 
close to ground surface and 
readily subject to the effects 
of atmospheric temperature 
changes). 


It is therefore respectfully re- 
quested, as it cannot be expect- 
ed that the entire country’s sys- 
tem be changed, that the gas 
company, be good enough to ad- 
vise us as to how to prevent 
this deposit, and/or the most 
efficient way to combat it when 
it does occur. 


In this way it is believed that 
there are many residents both 
foreign and local who would 
greatly benefit from such quali- 
fied corrective advice. The gas 
company itself should also bene- 
fit, as the precipitate actually 


suppresses the flow of gas and 


hence the company’s income.

JAPANESE CONVERSATION - 
GRAMMAR: 1958 Edition. By Oreste 
Vaceari and Mrs. Enko Elisa Vac- 
eari, Published by Vaccari’s Lan- 
guage Institute, Tokyo. PP 1746, 
¥1,800. 


Vaccari’s Japanese Conversa- 
tion-Grammar, first published 
in 1937, is widely recognized as 
an excellent nook for foreigners 
to Jearn Japanese correctly. It 
has been used by London Uni- 
versity and other universities 
of many foreign countries as 
the textbook for the Japanese 
language. a 

The 1958 edition or enlarged 
and revised l4th edition, has 
a notable addition of 82 
on accentuation. Vaccari has 
used accent marks on Japanese 
words since the first edition of 
the book and thus was the first 
author of books on Japanese 
who saw the importance of ac- 
cents to the foreign students of 
the language. 

In the chapter on accentua- 
tion of thee new edition, he 
lays down basic rules for ac- 
centing of Japanese words, 
particularly adjectives and verbs 
in all tenses and moods. Some 
verbs have the accents in the 
same place; however their 
tense and forms change. Then 
there are set rules for chang- 
ing accents. 


Commonly used verbs are 
classified into four groups, and 
they are alphabetically listed to 
show their accents in the posi- 
tive and negative forms as 
subordinate words, and in the 
present and past forms as nega- 
tive terms. 


The list enables foreign stu- 
dents to pronounce Japanese 
words with correct accents, 
even without having the benefit 
or listening to the language 
spoken by a Japanese or other 
qualified teacher. 

The author, moreover, is the 
first foreigner who has made a 
thorough study of the accentua- 
tion of the Japanese language, 
and found basic rules govern- 
ing accenis. 

The new edition has many im- 
provements over the former 
edition, It gives more detailed 
lessons on Japanese grammar, 


,and particularly Japanese read- 


ing texts have been brought up- 
to-date, so that students may 
learn to read recent newspaper 
accounts. For instance, there 
are articles on missiles and 
other newspaper accounts of re- 
cent date, in addition to histori- 
cal stories and folk lore. 

The system adopted by the 
Vaccaris is easy to study and 
learn, and with these new im- 
provements and additions, the 
volume is recommended to all 
foreigners who wish to learn 
the language of Japan.

Molotov’s Mission 


Molotov, so long Foreign Min- 
ister of Russia, fell last summer. 
He probably “fell like Laicifer, 
never to rise again.” When he 
was appointed as Ambassador 
to Outer Mongolia, it was inter- 
preted as a contemptuous insult, 
He, who had directed the for- 
eign policies of the USSR, was 
confined to handling relations— 
and that perhaps only nominal- 
ly—with the weakest of all Rus- 
sia’s satellites. 

But Molotoy js a resilient man, 
whose flair for political mani- 
pulation can hardly be left to 
rust. Moscow has evidently 
decided to kill two birds with 
one stone. It has got rid of 
Molotov by exiling him to Outer 
Mongolia. It is using his talents 
to repair Russia's status there. 

Some kind of Russian diplo- 
matic drive in Outer Mongolia 
was in any case probable. For 
the first time for many years, 
there has been a trend in Outer 
Mongolia toward China. This 
was very unwelcome to Russia, 
because for years it had worked 
to*break all links between Outer 
Mongolia and Peiping. 

Russia seemed to have 
triumphed in the Outer Mongo- 
lia plebiscite after the war, 
which repudiated, virtually 
unanimously, any connection 
with China. But very gradually 
and inconspicuously, the Chinese 
have been creeping back. 

How to resist this return of 
Chinese influence without show- 
ing to the world any cracks in 
the unity of China and Russia is 
One of the most worrying ques- 
tions for Moscow's diplomacy. 
It is a task for which Molotov 
is well-qualified. 

The extent of revived Chinese 
penetration has been disclosed 
recently by Dr. Klaus Mehnert, a 
German specialist on Asian af- 
fairs, I. un article in his jour- 
nal “Os. Europa” he describes 
his recent visit to Outer Mon- 
golia. The decline in Moscow's 
position began with the death 


of Marshal Choibolson, who had 
been Prime Minister for 13 years 
and died at the same time as 
Stalin, 

He had been devotedly pro- 
Russian, but his successor, 
Tsedenbal, wanted to recover 
Outer Mongolian independence 
by balancing between Russia 
and China. As a start, he nego- 
tiated arrangements for Chinese 
engineers to build a railway be- 
tween Ulan Bator and Peiping. 


When agreement became 
known, Russia reacted vigorous- 
ly. It forced through a new 
agreement, which transferred to 
Russian engineers construction 
of part of the line within Outer 
Mongolia. <A proChinese For- 
eign Minister of Outer Mongolia 
was eased out of his job. 

In spite of this check, build- 
ing of the line is a victory for 
China, It restores communica- 
tions with China. In the last 
year or two, about 10,000 Chi- 
nese, mostly workmen and fore- 
men, have migrated into Outer 
Mongolia. 

Molotov’s diplomatic activity 
has to be seen in the light of 
these facts. When he was For- 
eign Minister, he was always 
suspicious of China gaining ul- 
timately too much power with- 
in the framework of a Sino-Rus- 
sian alliance. With the te- 
nacity for which he became pro- 
verbial, he is resisting various 
Chinese moves at Ulan Bator. 

What will be the upshot? 
The postwar plebiscite on the 
status of Outer Mongolia took 
place when the Kuomintang still 
ruled China. In Communist 
China official maps show no in- 
ternational boundary between 
China and Outer Mongolia, but 
a firmly fixed one between Outer 
Mongolia and Russia. China is 
tenacious of its righ Molatov 
may find that he has a long 
struggle on his hands—one 
which will last longer, perhaps, 
than he is likely to remain Am- 
bassador. 


Fusion in Mideast 


Egyptian-Syrian Union and Its Impact

NEW YORK—Union of Egypt 
and Syria will make 1958 the 
most critical year of the past 
decade for the United States in 
the Middle East, Arab sources 
say. 
Unless Washington takes 
some strong, affirmative action 
toward stabilizing the area, 
events of the next few months 
will effectively isolate most of 
the Arab east from the United 
States before the year is out, 
these sources said. 


The importance of the Egyp- 
tian-Syrian fusion into a United 
Arab Republic (U.A.R.) is not 
in the act of union itself. It is 
in the impact it has on other 
Arab areas, where it is bound 
to inflame Arab nationalist 
hopes. The union is sure to 
touch off tremendous pressures 
against the governments of all 
other Arab east states, most 
particularly those of Jordan, 
Iraq and Lebanon, in that order. 

An opportunity exists for the 
United States now, Arab infor- 
mants say. As much as any- 
thing else, the Syrian-Egyptian 
union action could be inter- 
preted as a measure of self-pro- 
tection against further Commu- 
nist inroads. 

The union appears to leave 
the impatient young officers of 
the ruling military clique in Sy- 
ria high and dry. The impli- 
cation now is that Egypt will 
be in charge of Syria’s foreign 
affairs. The union thus seems 
an expression of last-gasp states- 
manship by aging, ailing Pres- 
ident Shukri Kuwatly. Up to 
now he had been powerless to 
slow down the headlong plunge 
of the military clique toward 
irreparable involvement with 
the Communist bloc. 

Since the U.A.R. is to be gov- 
erned by an Egyptian-style na- 
tional union, this signals the 
end of Syrian political parties, 
including the Baath (Arab So- 
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cialist Resurrection) Party, 
which has been the political 
force behind the military cll- 
que. 


The Communists in Syria, rid- 
ing high because of the Soviet 
economic and military deals, 
have been against union. They 
preached federation, which 
would have left Syria’s politi- 
cal structure intact. Under the 
new arrangement they will 
have to go underground, in- 
stead of operating openly— 
though technically outlawed— 
under a sham “national front” 
label. 


The union makes Gamal Ab- 
del Nasser of Egypt more sure- 
ly than ever the dominant Arab 
east figure. it ‘s with him the 
United States must deal. What 
does he want? ; 


No more, competent observers 
Say, than to talk directly with 
Americans on Arab-American 
differences. To be heard out, to 
find out what it is the United 
States seeks, Nasser, these 
sources insist, never vowed to 
throw Israel into the Mediter- 
ranean, as other Arab leaders 
have, He is looking, they say, 
first for a guarantee of Arab 
security, then for some com- 
mon ground which might save 
the new Arab union from 
sinking helplessly into the iron 
embrace of the Communists, 


The union move is having its 
effect already. Jordan likely is 
the first trouble spot. The 
trouble probably will come soon. 
Young King Hussein, noting the 
handwriting on the wall, al- 
ready has turned in a sort of 
desperation to his two fellow 


kings, Saud of Saudi Arabia and | 


Faisal of Iraq, in what appears 
to be a quest for some sort of 
mutual protective association 


‘for Middle Eastern kings. 


Jordan still is ready to fall 
apart. Only Hussein's new royal 
dictatorship holds it together, 
The impact of the Egypt-Sy:'s 
union on the Palestine section « ° 
Jordan likely will bring strong 
popular pressure for the end of 
the present Westernoriented 
Cabinet. Rioting is a classic 
way to bring that about. If the 
Cabinet falls. Hussein may be 
chased out of the country, and 
the arms the United States has 
poured in will fall into anti- 
American hands. 


Able and wily Nuri Said, 14 
times Premier of Iraq until 
1957 and still a potent figure, 
seems to be cautiously readying 
excuses for a retreat from at 
least the military aspects of the 
Baghdad Pact. 


Gently but firmly, at the Bagh- 
dad Pact meeting in Ankara, he 
told the United States last week 
that its policy is keeping the 
area in ferment, He then sug- 
gested the economic phases of 
the pact should get much more 
emphasis. He added significant- 
ly, “It is obvious that much 
more money than that which is 
being. allocated at present is 
needed” to make hopeful pro- 
jects in the area materialize. 

The Iraqi Government will be 
under violent popular pressure 
to get out of the Baghdad alli- 
ance, now that Egypt and Syria 
have given Arab hopes for unity 
a new shot in the arm. If that 
happens, Western fortunes in 
the Middle East will plunge to 
a new low, 
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
